Jimmy Carter is working on what 
appears to be the last piece of business 
remaining before he launches a full 
fledged presidential campaign — 
selection of a running mate. 


Carter was at home in Plains, Ga., 
today to confer with Sens. John Glenn, 
D-Ohio, and Walter Mondale, D-Minn. 
The meetings with the man who has 
virtually locked up the Democratic 
presidential nomination were to 
discuss the No. 2 slot on a Carter 
ticket. 
Sen Edmund Muskie D-Maine, has 
already talked with Carter. The for­ 
mer Georgia governor has said he 
wants to meet with at least five per­ 
sons before making up his mind on a 
running mate. Carter said he won’t 
announce his choice before he gets the 
presidential nomination at the party’s 
convention in New York City next 
week. 
Carter’s press secretary said Rep. 
Peter Rodino, D-N.J., might also be 
contacted by the candidate to discuss 
the vice presidency. 
In Sacram ento, California Gov. 
Edmund 
Brown 
Jr., 
the 
lone 
Democratic holdout against Carter, 
said he presumes he will let backers 
nominate him for president next week. 
Brown, who said he realizes the 
depth of C arter’s strength, told 
reporters, “I assume I’ll run the 
process through to the end.” 
Carter himself has the delegates to 
win the nomination, and he told 


reporters Wednesday night that it s the 
general election he’s concerned about 
now. 
An aide to George C. Wallace, one of 
several Democrats who began the race 
for the party’s nomination, said 
Wednesday the Alabama governor had 
been invited to address the national 
convention. Wallace was not on the 
initial convention schedule issued by 
party officials. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Barry Coldwater, 
R-Ariz., suggested that President Ford 
should call on John Connally, the 
former treasury secretary and gover­ 
nor of Texas, as the vice presidential 
candidate if Ford gets the nomination 
at the GOP convention next month. 
The race for the Republican 
nomination between Ford and former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan is now 
centering on delegate hunts in 
Colorado and North Dakota. 
Reagan trails Ford by 32 delegates, 
and campaign sources say the 
challenger is looking for a split at the 
state party convention in North Da­ 
kota. The state’s GOP chairman, Allan 
Young, who is regarded as a Ford 
backer, says he expects the President 
to win between ll and 14 of the state’s 
18 delegates. 
Colorado, which picks the remaining 
25 
m em bers of its 
31-member 
delegation this weekend, is considered 
Reagan territory. 
An Associated Press delegate count 
shows Ford with 1,008 convention 
delegates, 976 for Reagan — with 1,130 
needed for nomination.

Cadet Lashes Out

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The allegations were included 
Wednesday in affidavits said to have 
been sworn to by about 20 of the 148 
cadets awaiting hearings on charges of 
violating the academy’s honor code. 
The individuals who signed the af­ 
fidavits were not named. 


The documents were submitted in 
federal court to support a suit by one of 
the cadets under suspicion, Kenneth 
Harms, 20, of Emerson, N.J. The case 
is before U.S. District Court Judge 
Vincent P. Biunno. 
Harms has asked Biunno to block a 
scheduled July 16 military hearing for 
himself and several others on charges 
that they cheated on a take-home 
exam in electrical engineering last 
March. 


His claim is that unfair and in­ 
consistent enforcement of the honor 
code makes its enforcement in his case 
a violation of his rights. 


The affidavits which he introduced 
were originally submitted to the judge 
advocate general of the Army by mili­ 
tary lawyers for the 148. 
All names on the affidavits — the 
names of those making them and the 
names of the cadets discussed in them 
— were deleted before the affidavits 
reached the judge advocate general’s 
office. 
The case, scheduled to be heard 
Monday, is in the New Jersey district 
because Harms lives there. 
Here are some of the allegations 
included in the affidavit: 
—A cadet found Army equipment on 
the back of a truck, stole it and sent it 
home. 
—A cadet stole an ash tray from a 
bar and another sold Army parachutes 
to civilians. 
—A cadet, who wanted to make it 
easier to cash checks, used another 
cadet’s official cadet card to im­ 
personate a government official while 
on leave in June 1974. 
—A cadet bragged of walking out of 
the academy's tailor shop without 
paying for clothing. 
Most of the allegations were about 
cheating on academy examinations. 
The cadet honor code makes an 
academy student who fails to report 
wrongdoing by others subject to ex­ 
pulsion. In all cases, more than one 
cadet was said to be aware of each 
incident. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A State 
Department medical specialist says a 
3-year-old American girl removed 
from the U.S. Embassy in Moscow has 
been hospitalized in the United States 
for treatment of a “bizarre” blood 
disorder. 
The girl was one of two children 
brought out two weeks ago at the 
direction of doctors investigating 
possible health effects of microwave 
radiation being beamed at the 
Embassy by the Soviets. The second 
child, also a 3-year-old, has since 
returned to the Soviet capital. 


Dr. Herbert Pollack, a radiation 
medicine specialist, said Wednesday 
that doctors were trying to diagnose 
the cause of the blood disorder found in 
the hospitalized child. 
“It’s one of the most unusual, 
bizarre things I’ve seen in my 50 years 
of medicine,” said Pollack, a professor 
em eritus of medicine at George 
Washington University. 
He admitted that the cause of either 
blood problem had not yet been fully 
pinpointed, but he insisted that 
“neither situation was due to radiation 
— that is absolute, straightforward, 
above-board fact.” 
He refused to name either child or to 
detail the symptoms of their illnesses. 
Meanwhile, a State Department 
spokesman said that although the 


Girl Cadets 
Open Work 
At Academy 


WEST POINT, N.Y. (AP) - Now the 
work begins, women alongside men. 
Today at the U.S. Military Academy, 
for the first time in its 174 years, 
women undergo with men, side by 
side, the rigorous two months of cadet 
basic training. 
The women are members of the 
Class of 1980, and they want to be the 
Army officers of tomorrow. 
A total of 119 of them entered the 
military institution Wednesday in a 
record class of 1,480. 
The cadets rise at 5:30 a.m., starting 
the day with 45 minutes of physical 
training. When their day ends at IO 
p.m., there won’t be a single minute 
that isn’t consumed by training, eat­ 
ing, practicing or preparing for the 
next day. 
During cadet basic training, known 
here as “beast barracks,” all plebes 
will go through rifle qualification, 
marches, tactical bivouacs, bayonet 
practice, land navigation, running, 
conditioning 
drills, 
organized 
athletics, drills and inspections and 
more. 
“Perhaps as they go through the 
physical training, there may be more 
pressure on the average woman cadet 
than on the male cadet,” said LL Gen. 
Sidney B. Berry, the academ y’s 
superintendent. 
“But you even things out.... It seems 
to me that there is enough pressure of 
high standards and short deadlines 
and filled schedules and moving into 
the military environment — there’s 
enough pressure on every cadet to go 
around in a pretty equal amount.” 
The superintendent concedes he 
originally opposed women at West 
Point because he considered only 
combat situations. After Congress 
ordered women admitted to the ser­ 
vice academies — the Air Force com­ 
plied last week and the Navy on 
Tuesday — he changed his mind. 
“I frankly went through a great deal 
of soul-searching as I frankly opposed 
the coming of women to the military 
academy,” he said. “But that was 
rather adolescent. I got over that.... I 
re-examined everything and went out 
and learned the experience of the 
Army and found that West Point, in my 
opinion, is going to be strengthened as 
a result of this decision.” 


strength of the Soviet microwaves 
aimed at the Embassy has been 
“ greatly reduced,” U.S. officials 
remain concerned that the Soviets 
have not completely stopped the 
radiation bombardment. 
“Frankly, we regret that the Soviets 
have failed to turn off the trans 
missions completely, thereby, in our 
judgment, demonstrating a lack of

reporters Wednesday. 
The purpose of the Soviet radiation 
remains unclear. Most speculation has 
focused on possible use of the micro­ 
wave beams to foil U.S. electronic 
eavesdropping equipment mounted on 
the Embassy’s roof. 
Funseth also disclosed that the State 
Department’s medical division has 
signed a contract with Johns Hopkins 
University “to provide us with a 


detailed evaluation and a broad biosta- 
tistical survey” of the medical 
histories of U.S. personnel assigned to 
Moscow. 
This study, he said, would “test the 
provisional conclusion of the experts 
whom we have been in touch with that 
there is no correlation between the mi­ 
crowave radiation levels at our 
Embassy in Moscow and any health 
problenrencountered by employes who 
have served there.”

Queen Faces Busy Time In U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Britain’s 
Queen Elizabeth II faced a hectic day 
that includes a variety of diplomatic 
duties, lunch at the Capitol and a 
reception and dinner at her country’s 
Embassy. 
The queen and Prince Philip were to 
spend most of the day meeting 
American dignitaries. 
The royal couple was to dine with 
congressmen at a Capitol luncheon, to 
view the Magna Carta on loan from 
England at the Rotunda and to see 
British artworks on display in Wash­ 
ington. 
In addition, the queen was scheduled 
to greet her Embassy personnel and to 
accept a key to the federal city. 
It was the third day of a week-long 
visit in honor of the United States’ 
200th birthday and was to be 
highlighted by a major social event — 
a reception and dinner for President 
and Mrs. Ford at the British Embassy. 
The Fords hosted a state banquet 
Wednesday night, the most glamorous 
and the largest they have given in the 
White House. 
Mrs. Ford had said she wanted the 
party to be special because, among the 
world’s queens, she considered Eliza­ 
beth to be “The Queen.” The white-tie 
dinner under a white canopy in the 
White House rose garden was a major 
effort to impress the visiting monarch.

More Grain 
From U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sales of U.S. 
grain to the Soviet Union under a new 
long-term agreement to begin with 
deliveries this fall have crept to 2.8 
million metric tons, nearly onehalf of 
the minimum amount Russia is 
committed to buy each year. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Wednesday that 300,000 tons of com 
and 300,000 tons of wheat have been 
sold to Russia under terms of the 
agreement. Earlier this year the 
Soviets bought 2.2 million tons of the 
two grains. 
As specified in the agreement, the 
Soviets are supposed to buy at least six 
million tons of wheat and com an­ 
nually, beginning with deliveries this 
Oct. I. They can have up to eight 
million tons a year without further 
discussions, but if more is wanted the 
pact calls for consultation with U.S. 
government officials. 
The department said the new sales 
involved about $45 million worth of 
wheat and $36 million of corn at 
current market prices. The export 
finn was not identified. 
The Soviet Union in the past week 
also has bought about 1.5 million tons 
of U.S. soybeans worth at least $375 
million for delivery in the 1976-77 
season. Soybeans are not included in 
the five year grain agreement. 
Candidates Differ Sharply On Energy Policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Do you 
prefer controlled or uncontrolled oil 
prices and imports? Mandatory or 
voluntary energy-saving standards? 
Federal back-up or federal break-up of 
big energy companies? 
Take your choice and look closely at 
this year’s presidential candidates. 
The energy policies of Democratic 
contender Jimmy Carter differ 
sharply from those of President Ford 
and his rival for the Republican 
nomination, Ronald Reagan. 
For example, Carter favors oil price 
controls and import quotas, man­ 
datory energy conservation standards 
and trimming the power of large 
energy companies. 
Ford 
and 
Reagan 
favor 
an 
unregulated 
oil 
m arket, 
more 
voluntary energy conservation steps 
and federal support for energy com­ 
panies. 
Carter has more faith in solar 
energy, less in nuclear power, than 
Ford or Reagan. 
All three favor removal of interstate 


natural gas price regulation, but 
Carter would make it temporary — a 
five-year test of the theory that it 
would bring forth new gas supplies as 
producers claim. 
All three also favor greater reliance 
on coal, but Carter questions Ford’s 
push to develop federal coal in the west 
as a move that might short-change the 
existing coal area of Appalachia. 


After two years in the White House, 
Ford has spread his energy views all 
over the public record. 
As former governors of Georgia and 
California, respectively, Carter and 
Reagan had neither Ford’s federal 
resources nor his responsibility to 
develop national energy policies. 
But Carter has developed a fairly 
comprehensive and specific set of 
energy policies, including an original 
proposal for a World Energy Con­ 
ference 
to 
foster 
international 
cooperation in energy research, in­ 
vestment, data-gathering and con­ 
servation. 


Reagan’s published energy views 
have mainly been general attitudes, 
illustrated by criticism of policies 
already 
enacted 
by 
Ford 
and 
Congress. He shares Ford’s “free- 
market” approach, but seems to feel it 
should be even more free than Ford 
would demand. 
Here is a run-down of major energy 
issues as viewed by Ford, Reagan and 
Carter: 
—Oil Prices: Ford urged an im­ 
mediate end to oil price controls, but 
he signed legislation permitting only a 
gradual phase-out. 
Reagan says Ford should have 
vetoed it. 
Carter says prices of U.S.-produced 
oil should be controlled, at least $3 per 
barrel below world prices set by the 
OPEC foreign oil cartel. 
—Oil imports: Ford has made the 
reduction of oil imports a policy goal 
but wants to rely on rising prices and 
eventual improvement of U.S. pro­ 
duction to stem the flow. He warns of a 


possible new Arab oil embargo but has 
not predicted a U.S. reaction. 
Carter proposes a quota system to 
limit oil imports to their present 
levels; this could create domestic 
shortages, and Carter says fuel 
allocation and rationing plans should 
be kept on standby status. 
Carter says a new cut-off of oil 
shipments to the United States would 
be “an economic declaration of war” 
and that he would “instantly and 
without further debate” suspend U.S. 
exports of food, weapons, spare parts, 
oil drilling rigs and oil pipes to the 
offenders. 


Reagan apparently has not taken 
public positions on these issues. 
—Energy 
conservation: 
Ford 
prefers voluntary measures but signed 
an energy act mandating automobile 
mileage standards; Reagan said he 
would have vetoed it and blames such 
moves on “elitists, some of whom feel 
guilty because Americans have built 
such a prosperous nation.” 


Ford 
has 
proposed 
building- 
insulation standards and tax credits. 


C arter wants m andatory con­ 
servation standards for major ap­ 
pliances, automobiles and buildings; 
revision of electricity rates, a ban on 
promotional advertising and standby 
excise taxes on selected fuels. 
—Energy ownership: 
“I support 
legal prohibitions against ownership of 
competing types of energy, oil and 
coal, for example,” says Carter, who 
also would consider splitting oil pro­ 
duction and refining from marketing 
activities. 
Ford opposes any attempt to break 
up oil or energy companies. 
Reagan apparently has taken no 
public position on this issue. 
—Campaign contributions: “I will 
not accept contributions from political 
action committees controlled by major 
oil companies,” says Carter. Ford and 
Reagan, asked the same question by a 
citizens’ consumer group, said they 
will accept such contributions.

Kelley Says 
Indian Area 
Dangerous 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa (AP) - FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley has defended 
the policies of federal authorities 
toward American Indians at Pine 
Ridge, S.D., a year ago by saying that 
reservation is “ more dangerous 
perhaps to FBI agents” than other 
parts of the country. 
Kelley, under a threat of contempt 
charges, testified Wednesday at the 
murder trial of two American Indian 
Movement members. 
Defense attorney William Kunstler 
tried to show that an atmosphere of 
violence prevailed at the Pine Ridge 
Indian Reservation. He said that 
should be the trial’s basic issue. 
Kunstler heads a seven-member 
team defending two Oregon men, 
Robert Robideau and Darelle Butler. 
They are charged with murder in the 
shooting deaths of FBI agents Jack Co- 
ler and Ronald Williams, both of the 
Ix>s Angeles area, on June 24, 1975. 
Kelley testified that about 150 FBI 
agents, backed by helicopters and 
armed with battlefield equipment, 
arrived at the reservation shortly after 
the shootings. 
The deaths of the agents, Kunstler 
said, was a “tragic confrontation, not 
murder.” 
“Is life on the reservation more 
dangerous than in other parts of the 
country?” Kunstler asked Kelley. 
“More dangerous perhaps to FBI 
agents,” Kelley replied. “There have 
been two agents slain there.”

Rates Rise 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - The cost 
of service provided by Ohio Bell 
Telephone Co. will rise following the 
Public Utility Commission of Ohio’s 
approval today of a rate increase. 
Ohio Bell was allowed to increase 
charges or make additional charges in 
order to bring in another 1200 million. 
Under the order. Ohio Bell will in­ 
crease average monthly residential 
bills by $3. charge 20 cents an inquiry 
for directory assistance after three in 
one month, double to 20 cents the initial 
charge of a call from a public 
telephone, and more than double in­ 
stallation costs. 
Ohio Bell has 4.7 million telephones 
in Ohio and provides service to three- 
quarters of the state. 
The installation charge for residents 
would go up from $16 to $36.50 and for 
businesses $20 to $41.50. 
Effective dates of the rate increases 
will vary since the company must 
refile its rate schedule in accordance 
with today’s ruling and wait for final 
PUCO approval. 
The commission also allowed Bell to 
institute a new service for residential 
customers. Under the plan a customer 
may buy 30 local calls a month for 50 
cents less than he now pays for 
unlimited service. In Columbus, for 
example, the new service would cost 
$7.50 a month. Calls above the 30 limit 
would cost nine cents each, but the 
commission noted that approximately 
68 calls could be made before the 
customer would pay more than he 
would for unlimited service under the 
new rates. 
Ixmg distance calls within Ohio will 
go up an average of 37 per cent. Out-of- 
state calls will not be affected by 
today’s ruling. 
In allowing the telephone company 
to begin charging for directory 
assistance calls above the three-a- 
month limit, the commission made 
the order on an interim basis. The 
definition of interim is unclear, but 
presumably the commission will 
review that section of 
its order 
sometime in the future. 
Bell’s business customers now must 
pay according to volume use. All 
businesses will pay a flat rate for 80 
calls a month and nine cents for each 
additional call. 
The ruling basically allowed Ohio 
Bell’s increase request as filed, but did 
deny three minor requests. 
Disallowed were the 
company’s 
request to pass on to its customers its 
costs for lobbying; for its costs of 
commissions paid to hotels and 
motels; and for its cost for free serv­ 
ices traditionally provided man­ 
agement personnel. 
In commenting on the ruling, the 
commission said it had made the 
ruling "as tight as we could possibly 
make it taking into consideration 
recent Ohio Supreme Court decisions..

The majority sport trim, 
taut figures: and the majority are 
undoubtedly on THE PILL. If you start 
on the pill while you are in the middle 
of a diet, there may be some initial 
gain as your body seeks an equilibrium 
from this sudden onslaught of hor­ 
mones. Eventually, you stabilize and 
you lose weight. Many thousands of

U.N. Debate Slated 
On Commando Raid 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
African and Arab delegates prepared 
with misgivings today for a Security 
Council debate on Israel's daring 
rescue of hijacked hostages from 
Uganda. 
The Israelis relished the prospect 
and planned to accuse Ugandan 
President Id! Amin of complicity with 
the Palestinian and German hijackers. 
“ It’s a difficult situation for the 
Arabs and Africans,” said an African 
diplomat after the Organization of 
African Unity asked the council to take 
up a charge that Israel had committed 
aggression against Uganda. 
The Africans asked that the start of 
the debate be delayed until Thursday 
to give Ugandan Foreign Minister 
Juan Oris time to reach New York. 
“If there is a Security Council 
meeting, we will participate,” said 
Israeli spokesman Tuvia Saar with 
evident satisfaction. 
He disclosed that his government 
was 
preparing 
testim ony 
from 
hostages and other sources to support 
the Israeli claim that Amin acted in 
complicity with the hijackers who 
seized an Air F ranee jetliner between 
Tel Aviv and Paris and had it flown to 
Uganda. 
Israel’s U.N. mission also circulated 
a 
note 
that 
said 
the 
hijacking 
illustrated the terrorist aspect of the 
Palestine Liberation O rganization, 
which has been gaining influence at 
the United Nations. 
The note, titled “ Again — the PLO 
shows its other face,” ignored the 
PLO’s condemnation of the hijacking 
and the hijackers’ claim that they 
were from the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, an anti-PLO 
guerrilla organization.

representatives of other African 
governments to defend Amin though 
many of them openly hold him in 
contempt. 
“ Many Africans privately hate Amin 
and have even wished him a speedy 
assassination,” said an East European 
diplomat. 
The debate will also put the spotlight 
on African disunity by opening the 
door to a confrontation between 
Uganda and neighboring Kenya. Amin 
charged in a message to the United 
Nations that the Kenyan government 
collaborated with the Israeli raiders 
before they landed in Uganda. 
U.N. diplomats generally agree with 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim’s 
assertion that the Israeli raid was “a 
serious violation of the sovereignty of a 
member state.” But few of them ap­ 
peared to doubt that Amin cooperated 
with the hijackers, and all voiced 
admiration for the skill and daring of 
the Israelis. 
“ I’m afraid that such an act should 
be condemned as a matter of prin­ 
ciple,” said the E ast European. 
“ Personally, I consider the raid 
legally wrong but morally justifiable.” 


Reds Buy 
Soybeans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Soviet 
Union has bought another 700,000 
metric tons of soybeans worth an 
estimated $175 million from this year’s 
U.S. crop, the Agriculture Department 
says. 
The sale was announced Tuesday, 
four days after a previous Russian 
purchase of 800, OOO tons of soybeans 
for an estimated $200 million for 
delivery in 1976-77. 
In a related developm ent, the 
Agriculture Department said Tuesday 
the Soviet Union’s grain prospects 
appear greatly improved over last 
year’s drought-shriveled harvest of 
139.9 million metric tons, the smallest 
in a decade. 
Russia’s grain harvest this year 
should be close to the 190 million 
metric tons that the USDA tentatively 
forecast June 22, a USDA official said. 
A metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
Three U.S. crop experts have just 
returned from an 18-day tour of seven 
Soviet grain-producing districts, and 
the USDA plans to issue a new analysis 
on Soviet grain Friday. 
The Soviet grain crop planted last 
fall suffered major damage during the 
winter, but there are indications the 
surviving acreage has recovered well 
in some key areas. The balance of So­ 
viet grain comes from crops planted in 
the spring.

In an annual checkup, what tests do 
you consider essential? Do you think 
that some of the tests being done today 
are unnecessary? 
Mr. J. S E.. Tex. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
• 
The age group and the past history of 
illness have a great deal to do with the 
extent of the annual checkup. I believe 
that an adult in good health requires 
the following tests: 
X-ray 
of 
the 
chest; 
elec­ 
trocardiogram ; complete blood study, 
including cholesterol, uric acid and 
enzymes; rectal examination; test for 
glaucoma; 
“ Pap” smear test for 
women; mammography when any 
unusual findings are noted in a 
woman’s breast; urine examination. 
The heart, the lungs, blood pressure 
and general vascular structure are 
part of the general examination. 
In children, maintenance of normal 
immunization is probably the most 
im portant 
p art 
of the 
regular 
examination. 
There are many tests which can be 
performed if the physician finds any 


unusual evidence in the tests men­ 
tioned above. Normally, these are not 
routinely done unless a specific need is 
present. 
Eye exam inations and hearing 
studies are referred to specialists 
when there is any indication of im­ 
pairment. 
liv er scans, kidney studies and 
neurological examinations are not part 
of a routine workup. 
The physician is trained to recognize 
the need for more sophisticated tests 
when there is confusing evidence 
during the routine examination.

Supreme Court says a prisoner who 
had a fair chance to prove in a state 
court that he was convicted on illegally 
seized evidence is not entitled to an­ 
other chance in a federal court. 


The 6 to 3 decision Tuesday was one 
of four in which the justices, winding 
up their 1975-76 term , rejected com­ 
plaints that police had violated con­ 
stitutional rights by seizing evidence 
illegally. 


The m ajor decision reinstated 
convictions of two men who said 
illegally obtained evidence was used to 
convict them of murder. 


The men were Charles Powell, 
stopped in a Henderson, Nev., parking 
lot by a policeman who found he was 
carrying a pistol that turned out to 
have been used in a San Bemadino, 
Calif., slaying; and David Rice, in 
whose house police investigating the 
bomb-slaying of an Omaha, Neb., 
policeman found dynamite and other 
explosive equipment. 


Federal judges overturned 
both 
men’s convictions. Powell’s conviction 
was reversed on grounds that he was 
frisked under an unconstitutional 
vagrancy ordinance and Rice’s was 
overturned on grounds that the of­ 
ficers’ search warrant was too vague. 
In appealing the decisions, Nebraska 
and California officials said such 
rulings in recent years have hampered 
prosecutors and helped the guilty es­ 
cape punishment. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell, Jr., writing 
for the court, said defendants will still 
be able to seek exclusion of improperly 
seized evidence at their trials and in 
their appeals to state appellate courts, 
but their ability to make such claims in 
federal courts, except by appealing to 
the Supreme Court, will be sharply 
curbed. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger said 
he favored abandoning the so-called 
exclusionary rule, which bars use of 
such evidence, or extending it only to 
“a small and limited category of 
cases.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Property 
owners in another three Ohio locales 
are eligible for federal flood insurance, 
making the program now available to 
501 communities in the state. 
Newly 
elgible 
areas 
include 
Addyston, near Cincinnati; Belmont 
County, across the Ohio River from 
Wheeling, W.Va.; and Orangeville, at 
the head of the Shenango River I,ake 
on the Pennsylvania border. 
But considering the state’s Lake 
Erie coast and long Ohio River 
boundary, relatively few Ohians have 
signed up for flood insurance, a 
^National Flood Insurers Association 
spokesman says. 
Private insurance companies will 
not insure homes or other structures 
against flood damage, so the federal 
government through the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
established the NFIA to provide 
subsidized coverage in flood-prone 
areas. Some 125 private insurance 
companies act as servicing agents for 
the federal program. 
In the 501 Ohio areas qualifying for 
the program, 7,713 property owners 
have signed up—an average of 15 
policies in each eligible area. 
The NFIA spokesman said the 
relatively small percentage of insured 
property owners might be the result of 
their ignorance about the program or 
might be due to delays by the 
municipalities involved. 
He says that once HUD identifies an 
area as flood prone and offers it a 
chance to participate in the program, 
the local government has one year to 
meet certain HUD requirements and 
ask to be included in the food insurance 
program. 
If that regulation seems to penalize 
the property owner for the negligence 
of government, it does, the program 
spokesman said. He said he thinks the 
program was conceived under the 
assumption that property owners 
would pressure their local govern­ 
ments into participating. 
Beyond simply being unable to 
participate in the program if the 
municipality doesn’t join in the federal 
insurance offer, property owners in the 


area become ineligible for any federal 
funds, such as emergency flood relief 
or the chance to sell the property to a 
buyer who has federal financing. 
After HUD identifies a qualifying 
area there are two steps which follow 
for the locale. 
First 
comes 
an 
emergency 
program 
where 
homeowners may buy up to $35,000 
coverage for the structure at 25 cents 
for each $100 of insurance. Contents 
may be insured up to $10, 800 at a rate 
of 35 cents for each $100. 
In the second stage, HUD sets a rate 
depending on the likelihood and extent 
of flood damage for different locations 
in the flood-prone area. Those rates for 
homeowners range from one cent to 
$50 for each $100 of coverage up to 
$70,000. The rate range is the same for 


contents coverage to maximum of 
$20,000. 
The program also is available to 
owners of apartments and commercial 
buildings in affected areas.

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Alternative Energy Sources Still In Future

It is possible today to warm your 
home at night with heat from the sun, 
run your car on a fuel made from 
wheat or power your electric tooth­ 
brush with the wind. It’s all possible, 
but unlikely to happen any time soon. 


Since the oil embargo in late 1973, 
and the sudden jump in oil prices that 
followed, the dream of a cheap, clean 
and unlimited supply of energy has led 
a handful of people to build solar 
collectors on their roofs, install 
methane-burning engines in their cars 
or erect windmills in their backyards. 
And millions of dollars have been 
poured into research and development 
of these alternative energy sources 
since American motorists first waited 
an hour in line to buy gasoline. 
Such spending by government and 
industry jumped from $145.3 million in 
1973 to $402.6 million in 1975, according 
to a survey prepared for the U.S. 
House Committee on Science and 
Technology. And the share of industry 
and government energy research 
money going to alternate sources has 
been growing — from roughly 9 per 
cent in 1973 to 16 per cent in 1975. The 
rest has gone to the more conventional 
energy sources. 
Most research money supplied by 
industry goes to energy forms it 
currently 
produces 
and 
sells, 
petroleum being number one. More 
government money goes to nuclear 


research than anything else. 
In fiscal 1976, for instance, the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration spent almost half a 
billion on the breeder nuclear reactor 
— four times the amount allocated to 
any other single item. 
So the more exotic energy al­ 
ternatives account for only a fraction 
of the nation's total needs. Oil, natural 
gas and coal carry most of the load and 
will for some time to come. 
Those who determine how research 
money will be spent forsee only a 
limited role for solar, geothermal and 
synthetic fuel energy in the next 
decade. One estimate, by the Federal 
Energy Administration, is that they 
will supply only about I per cent of the 
total energy demand in 1985. 
For the most part, the technology 
needed to replace some of the limited 
oil with unlimited sun or wind is there. 
The holdup barring their widespread 
use is economic: although the world 
price of crude oil has quadrupled in the 
past three years, it is still cheaper than 
most of the alternatives, say govern­ 
ment and energy industry experts. 
And some industry projects to 
produce a synthetic gas from coal or 
wring oil from shale rock, which were 
begun in earnest shortly after the em­ 
bargo, sit idle. 
“We had perceived the inevitable 
transformation to the more abundant 
resources well before the embargo,” 
said A. L. Shrier, who directs special 
energy projects for Exxon Corp., the 
Dear Abby:

“We have followed shale and tar 
sands for 20 years. We bought coal 
reserves. What came instead was 
greater reserves in the Middle East 
and North Africa, which kept prices 
down.” 
That alternate fuels have not yet 
become competitive with Mideast oil 
was noted in June by Nicholas Sarkis, 
director of the Arab Petroleum 
Research Center, when he predicted 
that the oil exporting countries will 
raise their prices again later this year. 
There are other problems and a look 
'at them shows why alternative energy 
sources haven’t developed more 
quickly: 
—Consumer markets for new 
products, such as solar collectors or 
windmills, are undeveloped. 
“What are the barriers in the way of 
establishing large-scale solar use?” 
Joseph Lindmayer, president of 
Solarex Corp., a leader in the 
development of solar cells, asked at a 
recent energy conference. 
“We generally tend to think that 
what we need is a great technological 
break-through that tomorrow suddenly 
reduces the cost. I have slowly come to 
the conclusion that basically that is 
just not the case. 
“I think that the real barriers are 
market development, user education, 
availability of capital and manpower.” 
For markets to function, buyers 
need to be aware of what is available. 
John M. Teem, who recently resigned 
as the government’s chief of solar, geo­ 
thermal 
and 
advanced 
energy 
systems, says there should be a 
greater federal role in stimulating the 
use of solar heating and cooling and 
the dissemination of information. 
“I fear that without this stimulation, 
the private sector will not achieve the 
early commercial market develop­ 
ment of solar energy which is needed,” 
he said. 
With enough buyers to support mass 
production, prices could come down, 
lindmayer said solar cells, used 
almost exclusively for space projects 
just two years ago, have dropped to 
one-tenth the price since then as they 
have been put to use on earth.

"These changes are actually so 
dramatic that most individuals and 
organizations have not yet fully 
recognized this new situation,” he 
said. 
—The capital costs of some new 
energy forms are tremendous. 
(Capital is the money required to build 
or buy permanent plants or equip­ 
ment.) 
Some homeowners, for instance, 
could reduce their monthly utility bills 
by installing a rooftop solar collector 
to provide hot water and room heat. 
But estimates of the cost of such 
collectors range from $4,000 to $8,000. 
It would take IO to 20 years to pay for 
them with savings in utility bills, 
depending on whether they replace ex­ 
pensive electrical heating or cheaper 
oil or gas. 
“Anyone buying electricity today 
and paying more than four or five 
cents a kilowatt hour is better off on 
economic grounds with a solar 
collector,” Shrier says. “The problem 
is it has a large up-front cost. If you’ve 
got the money, that’s fine. Most con­ 
sumers don’t.” 
—Industry faces enormous capital 
costs if it pursues the production of 
synthetic fuels. 
Several coal-to-gas projects are in 
the planning stages, but such plants 
could cost as much as $800 million. And 
the gas they would produce would cost 
$3 to $5 per thousand cubic feet, 
compared with the current regulated 
price of 52 cents per thousand cubic 
feet of new, interstate gas. 
A low-quality gas, called town gas, is 
produced in other nations and was 
produced in this country before the 
advent of natural gas pipelines. 
“We hear a great deal of talk about 
the need to develop new technology for 
coal conversion,” R. R. Breckenfeld of 
Shell Oil Co. said. “The real problem is 
not the availability of technology, but 
that the technology that is available is 
too expensive. 
“Coal gasification has been prac­ 
ticed commercially for 125 to 150 
years. Nearly 50 commercial gasifiers 
are operating today. One can hardly 
say that the technology is not avail­ 
able.” 


Several ventures that sprang up 
after the embargo to top the 
tremendous reserves of shale oil 
beneath several Western states have 
also stalled under environmental and 
economic problems. 


John McKinley, president of Texaco 
Inc., said recently that a plant to 
produce 100,000 barrels of oil a day 
from shale would cost between $1.5 
billion and $2 billion and require the 
mining of 50 million tons of shale a 
year — five times the size of the 
largest coal mining operation in the 
country. 
Its product would have to sell for $18 
to $22 a barrel, compared with im­ 
ported oil now costing $12 to $13 a 
barrel. 
“It seems that as each year passes,” 
McKinley said, “the possibility of oil 
shale making a real contribution 
moves two years forward.”

Firm Plans Appeal 
Of Shutdown Order 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (A P) — Reserve 
Mining Co. says it will appeal an order 
setting a oneyear deadline for an end 
to its taconite waste discharge into 
take Superior. 
U.S. District Judge Edward J. Devitt 
ordered Reserve Wednesday to halt its 
lake discharge by midnight July 7, 
1977. If the state and the mining firm 
cannot agree on an alternate dumping 
site by then, Reserve would have to 
close its Silver Bay taconite processing 
plant. 
Although the order sets a firm 
deadline, it would be possible for 
Devitt to modify the order if there is 
agreement on a site in coming months. 
Devitt made no mention of an ex­ 
tension in his written order or in 
comments from the bench, however, 
saying merely that his responsibility is 
to “ signal the end of the dumping of 
taconite tailings in take Superior.” 
Devitt is the second federal judge to 
order the discharge stopped. U.S. 
District Judge Miles Lord ordered an 
immediate halt to the discharge on 
April 20,1974. The plant was closed for 
less than two days before operations 
were resumed while the order was ap­ 
pealed.

Listing those differences, Met­ 
zenbaum said Taft does not believe it is 
the federal government’s duty to 
provide jobs. “ I do,” Metzenbaum 
said, promising, if elected, to vote for 
an override of President Ford’s 
Monday veto of a jobs bill. 
The candidate, who served in the 
Senate as an appointed replacement 
for Ambassador William B. Saxbe, 
also said he opposes deregulation of 
natural gas supplies while Taft sup­ 
ports that move. 
On campaign finances, Metzenbaum 
said he will feel lucky to raise $2 for 
every $3 raised by his opponent. He set 
$800,000 as his goal in the November 
election campaign, a figure double 
what he raised before the June 8 
primary. 
The Cleveland millionaire reiterated 
his support for more federal help for 
senior citizens and a national health 
care system but did not offer the 
specifics of his program.

State agencies rejected Reserve’s 
proposal for a site at Milepost 7 about 
four miles from take Superior. 
Reserve officials maintain that costs 
of the state-preferred Milepost 20 site 
about IO miles further inland would be 
prohibitive. They say they would close 
Reserve’s taconite mine at Babbitt and 
processing plant at Silver Bay, 
throwing 3,200 persons out of work, 
rather than use the Milepost 20 site. 
Reserve is appealing the site 
rejection by Natural Resources 
Commissioner Robert Herbst and the 
Minnesota Pollution Control Agency 
(M PCA) to state district court. 
Devitt 
rejected 
Reserve’s ar­ 
guments that the one-year timetable 
should not begin until state courts 
review the permit actions. 
The motion to begin the oneyear 
countdown was made by attorneys for 
the federal government and was 
supported by lawyers for Minnesota, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and environ­ 
mental groups.

Marine 
Training 
Attacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Although 
the Marine Corps trains only one- 
fourth as many recruits as the Army, 
the number of deaths among recruits 
during training in the two services is 
almost equal, a congressman says. 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., said 
Tuesday that Marine Corps records 
show that 13 recruits have died from 
injuries or bodily failure during 
training since 1972. 
During the same period, the Army 
recorded 14 recruit fatalities, said 
Aspin, who noted that the Army trains 
about 240,000 persons a year, com­ 
pared with the Marines’ 60,000 re­ 
cruits. 
The Marine deaths resulted from an 
accidental shooting on a rifle range, 
heart attacks and kidney failure, the 
prem ature explosion of a hand 
grenade, suffocation in a collapsed 
foxhole and, in the case of Pvt. Lynn 
McClure, from head injuries sustained 
during a pugil stick drill, Aspin said. 
The Marine Corps confirmed that 13 
recruits died, but a spokesman said 
only four deaths were directly related 
to training, while the other nine were 
“ physiological deaths indirectly at­ 
tributable to training by reason of the 
activity in which involved.” 
Two recruits died from kidney 
failures and seven from heart attacks, 
the corps spokesman said. The four 
directly related training deaths in­ 
cluded the accidental shooting on a 
rifle range and the hand grenade 
explosion, he added. 
School Lunch 
Standards 
Announced 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
Department of Education has an­ 
nounced new eligibility standards for 
free and reduced price meals at public 
schools, generally adjusting them to 
accommodate increased living costs. 
Supt, of Public Instruction Martin W. 
Essex said Tuesday the standards 
were changed to comply with those 
handed down annually by the federal 
government. States must follow those 
standards to qualify for federal funds. 
Under the new standards, a family of 
four, for example, with a combined 
income at or below $7,130 would 
qualify for free meals and milk. A 
family of the same size with income 
between $7,130 and $11,110 would be 
eligible for reduced price meals not to 
exceed 20 cents for lunch and IO cents 
for breakfast. 
During the last school year, the free 
meal program was limited in the same 
category to children from families 
with income of not more than $6,260. 
Reduced price meals for four-member 
families was contingent upon their 
income being between $6,260 and 
$9,770. 
The new standards for free meal 
eligibility range from an income of 
$3,680 for a one parent-one child family 
to $14,590 for a family of 12, including 
parents. 
For the reduced price program, the 
range is from $5,730 for the one child- 
one parent family to $22,770 for the 
family of 12. 
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Youthful Criminals 
Given 2nd Chance 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP) - Youthful 
criminal offenders in this city can have 
a second chance, thanks to a special 
probationary program developed by 
the police department. 
“ Our plan is for the child who 
messed up once but wants a clean 
future,” says Sgt David Coger, who 
administers the 
program. 
“ There 
often is a need for some kind of punish­ 
ment that falls between a verbal 
reprimand and a trip to court.” 
The voluntary program essentially 
is a written contract between Cogar, 
the 
parents 
and 
the 
juvenile 
stipulating what the youth can and 
cannot do during the 3-to 4-month 
probation. 
Portions of the contract call for the 
juvenile to be home by IO p.m., attend 
school, make constant checks with 
Cogar and stay away from any 
businesses selling alcoholic beverages. 
Cogar keeps no record of who has 
been in the program or how many 
youths have participated. 
“ If a kid goes through the full period 
abiding the contract, there is no 
record," he says. 
“ When a youth has finished the 
period, he is completely clean. But if 
the contract is violated, he goes right 
to court.” 
Cogar estimates he has success with 
9 of IO participations for the three-year 
program. 
“ I ’ve had kids who’ve committed 
felonies in this program,” Cogar says. 
“ After checking with school officials 
and court records, I ’ll decide if 
someone belongs in the plan. 
“ Then I offer the parents and of­ 
fender the alternative of the program 
or a trip to court. Each case is dif­ 
ferent, 
so 
I 
treat 
each kid 
in­ 
dividually.” 
Cogar initiated the program because 
of dissatisfaction 
with a straight 
probation plan. 
“ A conventional probation program 
is often too large and consistently not

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
state’s mental health director will 
recommend to the governor that lim a 
State Hospital for the criminally in­ 
sane be closed within three years. 
Dr. Timothy B. Moritz, director of 
the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, informed U.S. 
District Court in Toledo Wednesday 
that he will ask the legislature to 
replace the facility with three new 
forensic psychiatric hospitals. 
There are 367 patients at the in­ 
stitution, a reduction from the 1,475 in 
1960. The facility is a maximum 
security institution with its main 
buildings constructed in 1907 and the 
newest structure built in 1952. 
Hie three new forensic psychiatric 
hospitals 
would 
be 
located 
in 
Cleveland, Columbus and southwest 
Ohio. 
“ For no more than the cost of 
renovation of the Lima facility, the 
new facilities can meet all of the 
relevant national standards with far 
superior therapeutic design and im­ 
proved security systems,” Moritz said. 
The federal court was informed of 
Moritz’s intention during a prehearing 
in a case stemming from a 1973 class 
action suit in which numerous in­ 
adequacies were discovered at the 
hospital. Improvements have been 
delayed with the court’s knowledge, 
but another suit was filed to find the 
state in contempt of the court’s order 
to upgrade the facility. 
Moritz estimated it would cost $13.6 
million to improve the facility to meet 
federal 
pollution 
control 
laws, 
minimum standards of the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals, and provide programs of 
adequate 
support 
of 
modern 
therapeutic programs. 
In 1971, a special state grand jury 
indicted 28 hospital employes, who 
were subsequently fired, and three 
former employes with charges ranging 
from assault to torture, lewdness and 
sodomy. The charges came to light 
after newspaper stories on the in­ 
stitution.

Red Dye 
Ban Upheld 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A federal 
appeals 
court 
has 
rebuffed 
manufacturers of Red Dye No. 2 who 
wanted to continue using the synthetic 
coloring, which the government sus­ 
pects may be a weak cancercausing 
agent. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals on 
Tuesday upheld the Food and Drug 
Administration’s 5-month-old ban on 
Red Dye No. 2, the nation’s most 
widely used artificial coloring for 
foods, drugs and cosmetics until last 
year. 
The three-judge panel upheld a 
federal judge who gave the FDA 
permission in February to ban future 
use of the coloring. The FDA did not 
order a recall of products containing 
the dye already on the shelves. 
There was no immediate word from 
the manufacturers on whether they 
would appeal to the Supreme Court. 
The FDA imposed the ban on the 
basis of tests that showed that rats fed 
large amounts of Red No. 2 developed 
cancerous tumors.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Vetoes by 
GOP Gov. James A. Rhodes of bills 
sent him by the Democratic legislature 
reached 21 Thursday as he rejected a 
measure permitting legal service 
programs on campuses of state 
universities. 
Rhodes has applied 94 line item 
vetoes in seven other measures since 
the 111th General Assembly convened 
Jan. 6, 1975. 
He said his prime objection to the 
legal services legislation was that it 
would allow a publicly sanctioned 
program to represent students in 
actions against government agencies. 
Such a situation, Rhodes added in his 
veto message, would establish “a 
precedent contrary to sound and 
responsible public policy.” 
While the bill by Rep. Michael P. 
Stinziano, D-30 Columbus, prohibits 
legal service agencies from taking 
actions against a university, its faculty 
and board of trustees, and against the 
Ohio Board of Regents, the governor 
said it would not prevent them from 
moving against other government 
agencies, private citizens, or “any 
entity that may be sued.” 
Thursday’s veto was Rhodes’ 21st of 
a complete bill sent him by the current 
legislature. He has made 94 line item 
vetoes in seven other measures.

PASADENA, Calif. (A P) — Signs of 
ancient Marsquakes in a long, steep­ 
sided chasm that would dwarf our 
Grand 
Canyon

spacecraft circling the red planet. 
The Martian temblors apparently 
were the triggers for massive land­ 
slides that shattered cliff walls and 
sent rock and soil thundering into the 
deep canyon system, scientists said 
Tuesday. 
From Viking’s point of view — 1,000 
miles or more above the surface — the 
landslide debris closely resembled 
quakecaused avalanches on earth. Dr. 
Harold Masursky was reminded of the 
great 
earthquake 
that 
caused 
devastation in Alaska in 1964. 
“ We have some gorgeous aerial 
photographs and ground surveys of 
great debris flows (in Alaska) that are 
similar in size and shape to the ones we 
are seeing in these 
Viking 
pho­ 
tographs,” said Masursky, of the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 
He and other Viking scientists said 
they were delighted at the clarity with 
which the spacecraft photos showed 
the Vadis Marineris, a 3,000-milelong 
chain of canyons near the Martian 
equator. 
Specifically, the spacecraft 
was 
studying a possible landing area for 
the second Viking probe, due to arrive 
at Mars in August and send a landing 
vehicle to the surface Sept. 4. 
Viking I will dispatch its lander to its 
separate site on July 17. 
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Reds Rally To Stop Expos In 9th, 4-3 


M ONTREAL (A P) - The Montreal 
Expos have cleared town after their 
third straight loss in a three-game 
home stand against the Cincinnati 
Reds, and the National League 
baseball club can only wonder about 
the welcome it will receive on return 
ing home. 


The Reds rallied with three runs in 
the ninth to win 4-3 Wednesday night, 
inflicting a 23rd defeat on the Expos 
against ll victories in 34 home games 
and, as if their pathetic record weren’t 
enough of a deterrent to attendance, 
the club’s next eight home playing 
dates coincide 
with the 
Olympic 
Games. 
Cesar Geronimo drilled a two-run 
triple to right center to tie the game 3-3 
and chase Montreal starter and loser 
Steve Rogers, 2-7, before scoring the 
winning run on a sacrifice fly by Mike 
Lum off Dale Murray. 
“ It felt good because I got fooled by 
the pitch,” Geronimo said of his triple. 
” 1 was waiting for a fastball and it was 
a curve. I was just thinking of a base 
hit.” 
The Expos gambled on a schedule 
that would see them going head-to- 
head with the Olympics, a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity for most Montrea­ 
lers. The Expos are counting on out-of- 
towners more than picking up any 
attendance slack that might develop 
among residents. 


“ We’ve had a lot of inquiries,” a club 
spokesman said. “ People are writing 
in to ask for schedules, saying they’re 


going to be here during the Olympics. 
But I don’t know how you could 
translate that into ticket sales.” 
Jarry Park attendance is down by 
34,935 from the same point last year, 
when the team missed the million 
mark in home attendance for the first 
tune, drawing 908,292. There have 
been 339,366 paid admissions in 32 
playing dates this season. 


While the team has lost nine of an 
original 78 dates to rain, the total still 
represents a modest average of 10,605 
per date. 
Barring additional rain-induced 
doubleheaders, there are 37 home 
dates left in the season, and main­ 
tenance of the average would generate 
a season attendance total of 731,751, or 
more than 176,000 below last year. 
With that kind of turnstile disaster in 
the offing, the Games gamble becomes 
all the more significant. The Olympics 
open July 17, with the Expos playing 
nine games in eight days from Sunday, 
July 18, to Sunday, July 25, against 
Houston, Atlanta and New York. 
There was a light drizzle during 
much of the wrapup game in the Reds 
series, but Cincinnati visitors per­ 
sisted long enough before 7,105 fans to 
score three runs in the ninth inning for 
the victory and a sweep of the three- 
game series.

McCarthy learned to speak Spanish 
and has said masses in that language. 
His language ability will aid him 
here since slightly more than half of 
the 689,000 Catholics in the Miami 
diocese are of Spanish-speaking origin.

18 per cent interest per year on what 
we owe. 
The weakness of the card is the 
prediction of Americans to purchase 
more than they can afford. We buy 23 
per cent more than we should. We see; 
we want; we buy. 
The National Business Council for 
Consumer Affairs states that, as a 
people, we are in debt for $140 billion 
each year. Of this, $2.5 billion can be 
written off as bad debts. 
Thousands of shops and restaurants 
discount what we owe for the original 
almighty dollar. They take our signed 
debts to a bank and settle for 2.5 per 
cent to 7 per cent less than face value. 
The bank takes a chance that, in time, 
it will collect the full amount. 
All information, good and bad, goes 
into soulless computers whose only 
relation to humans is that they commit 
errors. The machine sometimes gives 
a good credit risk a bad name. 
Congress, acting fearlessly, passed a 
law against the computer in 1971 to 
“ protect consumers against . . . 
inaccurate or obsolete information.” 
The interminable race for the dollar 
continues. There is an organization 
called the Internal Revenue Service 
which also hunts dollar bills. In 1913, 
Congress passed a law enabling the 
IR S to charge all wage earners a 
certain amount of their dollars to keep 
the government chunking and churn­ 
ing. 
I ms is reasonable because, 
as 
Thomas Paine pointed out, a man must 
pay a certain amount of his wealth so 
that the government may protect this 
right to the remainder of it. 
The IR S believes that Americans are 
inherently dishonest. Each year, it 
audits 2.5 million income tax returns, 
hoping to frighten the remainder. For 
this shameful task, the IRS requires 
45.000 highly paid employees. No one 
has ever audited the IRS. 
These are the faceless monastery 
monks of our republic, the Inquisitors 
in double-knit suits. They squeeze 
the money from the taxpayers to 
defray the cost of the government.

The cost always goes up. Most of the 
hundreds of billions arc paid by per­ 
sons earning from $4,000 to $25,000 a 
year. One billion defrays the cost of the 
IRS, which produces nothing. I .ast 
year 300,000 Am ericans declared 
personal bankruptcy. 
The Social Security system doesn’t 
have to chase dollars. They pour like 
Niagara. The wage earner and the 
employer pay. And yet, as Irving 
Wallace points out in ‘‘The People’s 
Almanac,” few citizens get back more 
than 33 per cent of what they put into 
the system.

Union Rejection 
O f Pact Disclosed 
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CIJSVEI^ANI) (A P) - A rubber 
company official says the final in­ 
dustry offer rejected by the striking 
United Rubber Workers would have 
provided a package increase totaling 
more than 30 per cent over three years. 
That compares to a 42 per cent in­ 
crease in wage and fringes demanded 
by the URW at the time that 60,000 
URW members struck tire plants of 
the Big Four rubber producers ll 
weeks ago. 
Those demands were reported to 
have been scaled down somewhat in 
intensive bargaining sessions over the 
July Fourth holiday weekend. 
URW International President Peter 
Bommarito said Wednesday amid the 
continuing collapse of negotiations 
with industry representatives that ma­ 
jor issues remaining were firstyear 
pay increases, cost-of-living ad­ 
justments and pensions. 
He said URW and Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Co. negotiators were in 
agreement on second and third-year 
pay increases totaling 55 cents an 
hour.

on its demand for a $1.10 first-year pay 
hike if industry representatives would 
agree to the union's cost-of-living 
adjustments demands. 


The final offer in the Firestone 
talks—which the union has focused on 
to set the industry pattern -included a 
75-cent hourly pay hike the first year. 


A union official said the industry 
offer would give no cost-of-living 
protection until October 1977 and then 
would provide one cent an hour for 
every 4 per cent quarterly rise in the 
Consumer Price Index (C PI). 
The URW official said the union was 
asking 
cost-of-living 
protection 
starting this year under a formula of 
one cent an hour increase for every .3 
per cent quarterly rise in the CPI. 
He said if the nation's inflation rate 
continued at 6 per cent a year. the 
Firestone cost-of-living adjustments 
offer would yield about 25 cents an 
hour starting late next year, compared 
to 35 cents an hour under the formula 
demanded by the union starting this 
year.

Imagine clothing a family of IOO - 
keeping 2,000 items mended and clean. 
Now imagine making each one by 
hand. Sounds like grounds for divorce?

Schuelke Johnson, Costume Designer 
for 
‘‘Tecum seh!”, 
the 
outdoor 
historical drama in Chillicothe. 


A slun blonde of 25 years, Pam has 
designed costumes since her late 
teens. “I more or less fell into costume 
designing,” she remembers. While 
majoring 
in 
history 
at 
Mary 
Washington College, she took 
an 
elective drama course. When the 
professor asked if she could sew or 
draw a pattern, she said ‘‘Yes." With 
Pam’s love for sewing (she began at 
age six), and her background in 
history, she was a natural. She was 
soon designing costumes for most of 
the college’s plays. 


At the same time, hundreds of miles 
away, plans were underway for the 
first season of Southern Ohio’s epic 
drama. “ Tecumseh!", and Dr. David 
Weiss, director of the ’73 production, 
was looking for a costume designer. 
Running across some of Pam’s work, 
Dr. Weiss asked her to submit some 
sketches for the drama. He liked what 
he saw and recommended her to the 
“ Tecumseh!” producer. 


Starting from scratch, Pam combed 
the rare book section of the University 
of Virginia library, and New York’s 
Museum of the American Indian, while 
collecting her own massive files at 
home. The result was 150 costumes; 
beautiful 
and 
unquestionably 
authentic. That was three years ago. 
Today her costumes include 300 
complete outfits, comprised of over 
2,000 separate articles. 


But designing costumes is only the 
beginning of the work for Pam and her 
five-member staff. When “ Tecum­

September,

measurement sheets go along. Each 
actor is measured for 51 separate 
measurements. “ If it doesn’t fit .. .• 
Make it fit!” is the costumer’s motto in 
early June, when the 300 costumes 
finally meet the IOO actors.

Views On Tifler 
Television

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Earl Hamner says he doesn't 
understand why “Rich Man. 
Poor Man” is getting all the 
credit for introducing the 
novelistic 
technique 
to 
television. 
“We’ve been doing that on 
The Waltons' since we’ve 
been on the air,” said 
Hamner, whose soft Pied­ 
mont accent is familiar as the 
narrator. 
“Although each episode is 
self-contained, it’s been like a 
chapter rn a novel.” 
At the beginning of each 
season. Hamner plots the 
story like a novel for the 
guidance of writers. Major 
story developments, which 
will carry from episode to 
episode, are outlined. 
He 
broadly sketches out what 
directions each character will 
take. 
For the first time since it 
premiered four years ago, 
“The Waltons” is meeting 
stiff opposition in the ratings

and photographs from the 
show and his home in Virginia 
reflects the blend of fiction 
and fact. 
“In the beginning I didn’t 
think much about growth," he 
said. "It’s just that the 
children have grown so 
rapidly. They’re not the 
Walton kids any more but the 
Walton young people.” 
It was the necessity of 
keeping up with the growing 
children, as well as the fact 
that Hamner has his own 
family’s history to draw on, 
that turned the series toward 
a novelistic approach. 
Hamner, of course, takes 
dramatic license and warps 
time.

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Angry President 
Nixes Bias Order 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
ban on school-sponsored mother- 
daughter and 
father-son 
events 
irritated President Ford so much that 
he ordered it rescinded. But a women's 
group says such functions perpetuate 
sexual stereotypes and should be 
eliminated 
Ford ordered a study to determine if 
single-sex social events violate federal 
sex discrimintion laws, as alleged by 
the civil rights office of the De­ 
partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
White House spokesman Ron Nessen 
said W ednesday that Ford was 
irritated when he read of the ruling 
l>anning single-sex school events. 
The HEW ruling was in response to 
an inquiry from the Scottsdale. Aru., 
public schools, which sponsor father- 
son banquets and mother-daughter 
teas. Scottsdale officials wanted to 
know whether the events violated the 
laws prohibiting sex discrimination in 
public schools. 
Officially, the ruling issued last 
week was suspended pending research 
by lawyers to determine whether Title 
IX of the Civil Rights Act is violated by 
such events. 
Nessen said that if it is found that the 
law is being violated, Ford would 
im m ediately send legislation to 
Congress to change the law. 
The National Organization for 
Women took opposition to Ford’s 
stand. 


"We are watching Title IX being 
nickled and dimed to death,” charged 
Lynda Weston, a NOW staff member 
Dividing the sexes for school- 
sponsored fashion shows, softball 
games, banquets and breakfasts is a 
tradition in many conununities. 
"What happens is you get the girls 
together with the moms and you have 
teas and awards for sewing and 
fashion shows. You get the boys and 
dads together and you have commu­ 
nity leaders come in and give rousing 
speeches.” the NOW official said. 
Other opponents argue such affairs 
are unfair to children with only one 
parent. 
Ford phoned HEW Secretary David 
Mathews and “expressed displeasure 
at the ruling,” said Nessen. "The 
President advised the secretary that 
he cannot believe that it was the intent 
of Congress to prohibit m other- 
daughter or father-son 
events at 
schools. 
Nancy Ixiw, spokeswoman for the 
civil rights office, said that after a five- 
month study the office determined that 
such events were prohibited by the 
antidiscrimination law. 
“ Arbitrary separation of the sexes is 
not permitted," she said. 
M athews, disclosing that HEW 
planned 
no 
enforcem ent 
action 
regarding the events during its review, 
said the department “will advise any 
school washing to have such events to 
proceed.”

$4.32-an-hour police decoy prostitutes 
have told a City Court judge that Rep.

$20 for specific sex acts before he was 
arrested last month on a misdemeanor 
sex charge. 
Dressed in casual pants, sandals and 
a see-through 
blouse, 
M argaret 
Hamblim covered her face Wednesday 
in apparent embarrassment 
when 
asked what the freshman congress­ 
man wanted her to do. 
Chief City 
Prosecutor 
Phillip 
Palmer said she didn’t have to use the 
exact language and asked whether 
Howe proposed sexual acts. 
“Yes, he did,” she told a hearing on 
motions to dismiss the charge against 
Howe of soliciting sex acts for hire. 
Her written police report had quoted 
Howe as using explicit language for 
the acts. 
Trial on the charge was postponed 
one week to July 19 because of the 
complexity of motions filed by the 
defense. 
K athleen Taylor, questioned by 
defense attorney Dean Mitchell, said 
she wore “ Levis and a top” the night of 
the arrest. She was dressed similarly 
in court. 
She said Miss Hamblin did all the 
talking when Howe approached in his 
car. 
Asked who first mentioned a price 
for a sex act. Mrs. Taylor said, “ Mr. 
Howe,” glancing at the congressman. 
He sat silently in the courtroom with 
his wife, Marlene. 
The decoys acknowledged that Miss 
Hamblin was first to bring up money. 
They said she asked what Howe would 
pay, quoting him as saying, “ I usually 
go about $20.” 
She said they asked if he wanted to 
pay that much and that he agreed. 
The decoys, appearing in public for 
the first time since Howe was arrested 
June 12, were called during arguments 
on a defense motion to dismiss on 
grounds the congressman was a victim 
of entrapment. 
Howe, who is running for reelection 
in Utah’s 2nd District, acknowledges
